INDEX NUMBERS OF WHOLESALE TRADING IN TEXTILES 


In the following table are given the index numbers of 
trading by wholesale textile houses in September, with com- 
parative figures for earlier periods, the index numbers relating 
to (1) sales for Home Trade, and (2) the value of stocks at the 
end of the month, based on average monthly sales or stocks 
in 1937 = 100. The figures, which are compiled by the Whole- 
sale Textile Association in collaboration with the Bank of 
England, do not include the turnover of all the wholesale textile 
houses, but practically all the important houses in the large

centres of distribution are normally contributors; owing to 
war-time disturbances the sample has become less representative 
than it used to be. The particulars relate to all classes of textile 
goods, including wearing apparel for men, women and children, 
as well as furnishings, and also some non-textile goods; in 
computing the value of sales or stocks the purchase tax has been 
omitted. In view of the appreciable rise in price which has 
occurred for a number of textile goods since the outbreak of war, 
the figures should not be taken as representing the volume of 
goods sold or in stock. 

The index numbers for export trade, previously published, 
have been omitted. They covered only a small proportion of 
the country’s total exports of textile goods, and were liable to be 
misinterpreted.

September. Home trade sales are normally high in September 
owing to the start of the winter goods season, and in peace-time 
the index was usually over one-third greater than the year’s 
average and nearly double the August figure. This year seasonal 
movements are much smaller, and in particular the seasonal 
fall in August was far less than usual, mainly because winter 
goods began to be despatched in substantial quantities then 
instead of waiting for September. As a result the index was 
only 7 per cent. higher in September than in August, and showed 
almost no rise on the average of the 12 preceding months. The 
fall of 5 per cent. in the value of sales compared with September 
1941 seems also to be mainly due to the earlier despatch of some 
winter goods rather than to the cut in the clothes ration, as 
August and September together show a 4 per cent. rise. Though 
there has been some rise in prices, the volume of goods sent 
out in these two months has clearly not fallen by as much as 
the cut in the clothes ration. 

In peace time the high sales in September normally cause 
the index for stocks to fall somewhat from the high level reached 
in August, but this year’s more even sales eliminated both the 
August rise and the September fall.

EXPORT LICENSING 


2XPORT OF GOODS (CONTROL) (No. 41), 
ORDER, 1942 


Under the Export of Goods (Control) (No. 41) Order, 1942 
(S. R. & O. 1942, No. 2185, price 1d.) which comes into force on 
16 November 1942, control is extended to cover additional metal 
manufactures ; additional types of cooking and heating appli- 
ances (electrical and non-electrical) ; articles moulded from pulp 
and papier maché ; and additional chemicals. 

The Order also withdraws the concession under which oils and 
foodstuffs could be exported without licence to certain specified 
Colonies. 

I. Licences will, in future, be required to export the following 
classes of goods to all destinations :— 

(i) Cooking and heating appliances (non-electrical) of the 
following descriptions, and parts and _ accessories 
therefor, wholly or mainly of metal :— 

Bainmaries, cookers, cooking ovens, food steamers, 
grillers, heating plates, hotcupboards, plate 
warmers, toasters and waffte plates. 

Boilers, boiling plates, boiling rings, boiling tables, 
calorifiers, coffee percolators, steam raisers, urns 
and water heaters. 

Convertors, radiators and towel rails. 

Ranges, stoves and grates. 

Any combinations of the above. 

(ii) Articles of the following description made wholly or 
mainly of non-precious metal :— 

Buckles. 

(iii) Dog appliances and fittings, the following :— 

Chains, collars, couples, leads, muzzles, slips and 
whips, wholly or partly of non-precious metal. 

Fittings wholly or partly of non-precious metal of 
a kind used on chains, collars, couples, leads, 
muzzles, slips and whips. 

(iv) Harness and saddlery, wholly or partly of non-precious 
metal, and fittings wholly or partly of non-precious 
metal of a kind used on harness and saddlery 

(v) Articles moulded wholly or mainly from wood pulp, from 
waste paper or rags, or from papier maché. 

(vi) Electrical goods of the following descriptions :— 

Cooking and heating appliances of the following 
descriptions, and parts and accessories therefor, 
wholly or mainly of metal :— 

Jainmaries, cookers, cooking ovens, food 
steamers, grillers, heating plates, hotcup- 
boards, plate warmers, toasters and waffle 
plates. 

Boilers, boiling plates, boiling rings, boiling 
tables, coffee percolators, steam raisers, urns 
and water heaters, including electrode and 
immersion heaters. 

Convectors, radiators, towel rails and tubular 
heaters. 

tanges, stoves and grates. 

Any combinations of the above. 

(vii) Bismuth compounds and preparations thereof. 

(viii) Nicotinamide. 

(ix) Sulphadiazine and its preparations. 

(x) Sulphamethazine and its preparations. 

It should be noted that :— 

(a) applications to export goods manufactured 
from non-ferrous metals included in items 
(i) and (vi) will not, normally, be enter- 
tained ; and 

(b) the issue of licences to export goods manufac- 
tured from non-ferrous metals included in 
items (iii) and (iv) will, normally, be confined 
to applications submitted by, or on behalf of, 
Dominion, Coionial or Allied Governments. 


II. The existing licensing requirements with respect to boilers, 
cookers, grates, radiators, convectors, ranges and stoves (except 
those of a kind used for manufacturing purposes), and parts and 
fittings therefor, wholly or mainly of iron and steel ; and stoves, 
paraffin, pressure type, of capacity not less than 1} pints, but 
not exceeding 2 pints, are superseded by the provisions that 
licences will, in future, be required to export cooking and heating 





New Orders, however, may not be immediately available. 


appliances (electrical and non-electrical) and parts and acces- 
sories therefor, wholly or mainly of metal, as specified in items (i) 
and (vi).above. 

It should be noted, in this connection, that appliances used for 
manufacturing purposes are, no longer, excepted from control. 

III. The existing licensing requirements with respect to 
(a) spectacles (including sunglasses) with frames, sides or rims 
wholly or partly of plastic material ; and parts thereof wholly or 
partly of plastic material; (b) transparent cellulose wrappings 
and articles made therefrom ; (c) tin oxides, whether hydrated 
or not; and (d) zine oxide, including leaded zine oxide and 
zine sulphide (luminous) are superseded by the provisions that 
licences will, in future, be required to export the following :— 

(a) Spectacles (including sunglasses); and parts thereof 
wholly or partly of metal or of plastic material. 

(6) Transparent cellulose wrappings and articles containing 
50 per cent. or more by weight of these materials. 

(c) Tin compounds. 

(d) Zine compounds. 

IV. The control in respect of certain manufactures of paper 
and paper board is extended to cover the specified goods when 
made wholly or mainly of these materials. 

V. The special concession permitting the export, without 
licence, of edible oils and foodstuffs to certain specified Colonies 
is withdrawn and, in future, it will be necessary to obtain licences 
for these goods before exportation to the destinations in question 
will be allowed. 

LEAD-ACID ACCUMULATORS 

The Board of Trade announce that applications by members 
of the Accumulator Manufacturers’ Export Group for licences 
to export lead-acid accumulators and plates therefor should 
henceforth be sent to the Group at 66 Victoria Street, London, 
S.W.1. Non-members of the Group should continue to send 
their applications to the Export Licensing Department, Inveresk 
House, 346 Strand, London, W.C.2 and should state on the 
application form the name of the manufacturer. In all cases the 
weight of the lead content must be stated. 


CONTROL OF PAPER 
No. 48 ORDER—DIRECTION No. 3 


The Ministry of Supply have issued the Control of Paper 
(No. 48) Order, 1942, Direction No. 3 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2180, 
price ld.) which establishes the maximum quantity of paper 
which may be consumed in the production of any news bulletin, 
magazine or periodical in the period of four months from 
November 1942 to February 1943. The Direction provides for 
the same percentage of consumption as in the past four months, 
viz., in general 6} per cent. of the quantity consumed in the 
pre-war year. 


No. 48 ORDER—DIRECTION No. 4. 


The Ministry of Supply has issued the Control of Paper 
(No. 48) Order, 1942, Direction No. 4 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2181, 
price ld.) permitting any person to distribute before 31 Decem- 
ber 1942, whether gratuitously or otherwise any diary which 
was printed prior to 14 September 1942 and which contains not 
more than 8 pages of advertising matter and which could there- 
fore have been distributed under the Control of Paper (No. 36) 
Order (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal”’ of 22 November 
1941, page 316). 


No. 54 ORDER 


The Ministry of Supply have issued the Control of Paper 
(No. 54) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2131, price 1d.) which 
imposes certain restrictions on the transport of waste paper 
and comes into force on 16 November. In order to economise in 
transport the country has been divided up into areas in which 
the consumption of waste paper is approximately equal to 
production and the Order provides that no waste paper may be 
moved from any one area to another except on the authority of 
a licence granted by the Minister of Supply. An exception is 
made in the case of any quantity of waste paper not in excess of 
5 ewts. and wheze waste paper is transported other than by rail 
it may be carried from a place not more than 10 miles outside 
any area to a place within that area. 

The Order also provides that no paper producer may acquire 
any waste paper except on the authority of a licence if the 
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material so acquired is not to be used by the paper producer in 
the area in which it is situated. 


No. 55 ORDER 

The Ministry of Supply have issued the Control of Paper 
(No. 55) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2166, price 1d.). The 
Order provides that no producer of paper may treat, use or 
consume any rags or other materials described in Sections (a) 
to (e) inclusive of Schedule D to the Control of Paper (No. 33) 
Order, 1941 (see the ‘“‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 5 June 1941, 
page 363) except on the authority of a licence granted by the 
Minister of Supply. 

In addition, the Order makes it clear that the various Paper 
Control Orders do not apply to wiping rags which are governed 
by the Control of Rags (No. 1) (Wiping Rags) Order, 1942. 


CONTROL OF JUTE 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of Jute (No. 4) 
Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2106, price 3d.). 

The Order fixes maximum prices for sales by spinners of 
standard types of jute yarns, and provides that in all trans- 
actions concerning such yarns spinners shall use the descriptions 
specified in the Order. 


CONTROL OF PYRETHRUM 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of Pyrethrum 
(No. 1) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2151, price 1d.) under 
which dealings in and the treatment, use and consumption of 
pyrethrum (chrysanthemum cinerariifolium and chrysanthemum 
coccineum) flowerheads and products manufactured therefrom 
are made subject to licence. Licences will normally be issued 
for the acquisition of flowerheads and for the disposal of the 
products manufactured therefrom. 

In the case of manufactured products, the Control covers only 
disposals by and acquisitions from persons who are actual 
producers in the United Kingdom. 

Applications for licences should be made to the Ministry of 


Supply (R.M.D.), Warwick. 


CONTROL OF RAGS 


The Control of Rags (No. 1) (Wiping Rags) Order, 1942 
(S. R. & O. 1942 No, 2165, price 1d.) made by the Minister of 
Supply, which came into force on 26 October 1942, fixes maxi- 
mum prices for the sale of wiping rags. 

The Order defines a wiping rag as any worn out, disused, 
discarded or waste fabric or material made wholly or mainly 
from wool, cotton, silk, rayon, or flax, or from any mixture 
thereof, which is not less than 144 square inches in size and has 
been trimmed, washed and sterilised and is suitable for use as a 
wiping rag. Maximum prices for sales by wiping rags manufac- 
turers are laid down for the various descriptions in wiping rags. 

No charge may be made for packing, but the selling price 
may be calculated upon the weight of the rags and the bags or 
wrapping, provided that the tare does not exceed 8 per cent. of 
the gross weight. 

The seller may, if delivery is under the contract to be made 
at a place other than his premises, make an additional charge 
not exceeding the expenses incurred for carriage from the place 
at which the wiping rags were situated immediately before 
delivery. It is a breach of the Order for the seller to charge 
more than the expenses properly incurred for such carriage. 

The maximum selling prices for sales by a merchant is the 
manufacturers’ maximum price as set out in the Schedule to the 
Order, plus 5 per cent. of that price, and any charges paid by 
him for delivery from the manufacturer. When reselling the 
merchant may in addition charge for delivery provided that 
such expenses are additional to any sum he may have included 
in the selling price of the rags in respect of delivery from the 
manufacturer, 

Wiping rags must not be sold mixed with other rags. The 
seller of wiping rags must, on the date of the contract of sale, 
send to the buyer a note or memorandum signed by the seller, 
giving the name of the purchaser, the weight and description of 
the wiping rags, the price payable under the contract, and the 
maximum price prescribed in the Schedule to the Order. Mer- 
chants must show this price on their sale invoice even though 
their sale price includes authorised additions for profit and 
carriage from the manufacturer. 

The Order does not apply to sales for export, to wiping rags 
produced outside the United Kingdom, or to sales of wool rags 
authorised under the Wool-lags (No. 1) Order, 1941 (S. R. & O. 
1942 No. 167, price Id.). Sales up to 28 Ibs. made by a seller to 
the same purchaser in any calendar month are exempted. In 
addition the Order does not apply to existing contracts nor to 





sales, made within one month of the coming into force of the 
Order, of wiping rags bought by the seller before that date. 

If wiping rags of different descriptions are sold together, the 
maximum price is that for the cheapest description. The 
Minister may determine in the case of any particular parcels of 
rags which is their description or nearest equivalent description 
in the Schedule. Applications for determinations as to which 
description in the Schedule is the most nearly equivalent, should 
be made to the Director of Cotton Waste, Cotton Control, 
Arkwright House, Parsonage, Manchester, 3. 


CONTROL OF WILLOW RODS AND 
WILLOW STICKS 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of Willow Rods 
and Willow Sticks (No. 1) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2158, 
price ld.), which revokes the Control of Willow Rods (No. 3) 
Order, 1941 (see the ‘*‘ Board of Trade Journal’ of 15 November 
1941, page 296). The following are the main points arising from 
the new Order :— 

(1) Willow Sticks. Willow sticks are brought within the 
present Order. 

(2) Price. 

(a) The basis price, i.e. the price to a producer loading on to 
transport in the county of origin, has been increased 
from Ils. 6d. to 13s. 4d. per bundle, for white or buff 
one yearling willow rods, and from 5s. 3d. to 6s. 1d. 
per bundle for brown one yearling willow rods. The 
basis prices per cwt. for willow rods sold otherwise 
than by the bundle, and for willow sticks, have been 
increased correspondingly. 

(6) Producers who deliver free on rail are allowed to add 
2d. per bundle to the above-mentioned basis prices, 
for willow rods in sorted bundles. An addition to the 
basis prices of ls. per cwt. is allowed when producers 
deliver free on rail willow rods sold otherwise than by 
the bundle and willow sticks. 

(c) Certified willow merchants are allowed to add ls. per 
bundle to the basis price for willow rods in sorted 
bundles and to make corresponding additions per cwt. 
for sales made by weight measure. Thus, for example, 
a certified willow merchant delivering on to a vehicle 
other than rail, may charge 14s. 4d. per bundle and a 
certified willow merchant delivering free on rail may 
charge 14s. 6d. per bundle for white or buff one yearling 
willow rods. 

(d) A certified merchant selling from a certified city willow 
warehouse may charge in addition to the merchanting 
extra already mentioned, a further 1s. 6d. per bundle 
(with corresponding additions for sales per cwt.) and 
also the reasonable cost of transport from the place 
where the willow rods or willow sticks were produced. 
Thus, for example, a merchant delivering on to a 
vehicle at his certified city willow warehouse, may 
charge 13s. 4d. per bundle plus 2s. 6d. plus the reason- 
able cost of transport from the place in the county of 
origin where the material was loaded on to road 
transport for delivery to him, or if he purchased free 
on rail, 13s. 6d. plus 2s. 6d. plus the reasonable cost of 
transport from the free on rail point to his certified 
city willow warehouse. It should be noted that if a 
certified merchant selling from a certified city willow 
warehouse has himself purchased from a certified 
merchant and has thus had to pay I4s. 6d. per bundle 
he is still only allowed to sell at 13s. 6d. per bundle 
plus 2s. 6d. plus transport to his city willow warehouse. 

(ec) Where, under the contract of sale, the seller has to 
provide or pay for transport beyond the loading point 
in the county of origin, or the loading point at the 
certified city willow warehouse, the seller may charge 
the buyer with the reasonable cost of such transport. 

(3) Certification. Only those sellers certified as willow 
merchants by the Ministry of Supply will be allowed to make 
the ls. per bundle merchanting addition above referred to, and 
only those merchants stocking in and selling from warehouses 
certified by the Ministry of Supply as city willow warehouses 
will be allowed to make the further charge of 1s. 6d. per bundle. 

Those who wish to be certified as willow merchants or desire the 
certification of their warehouses as city willow warehouses should 
apply without delay to the Ministry of Supply, R.M.3A, Shell Mex 
House, Strand, London, W.C.2. No applications for certifica- 
tion as merchants will be granted unless the applicant can show 
that in 1939 he was operating as a willow merchant, i.e. was in 
1939 purchasing and stocking willows and reselling them to 
consumers. Applicants for certification as willow merchants 
should state the quantity of willow rods and willow sticks (giving 
both the number of bundles and the equivalent weight in tons) 
merchanted by them in 1939, and should support their statements 
by such evidence (for example, an auditor's certificate) as is 
possible. 
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It should be noted that applicants for certification of their 
warehouses as city willow warehouses must also apply for 
certification as merchants. Such applicants should, as indicated 
above, state the quantity of willow rods and willow sticks 
merchanted by them in 1939 and give :— 

(a) the address of the city willow warehouse in which they 
stocked willow rods in 1939, and 

(4) the address of the warehouse at which their willow rods 
are now stocked. 

(4) When willow merchants and city willow warehouses are 
certified sales can be made from city willow warehouses at the 
appropriate prices for such sales in any quantities, i.e. in 
quantities in excess of, at, or below 25 bundles or 6 cwts. 

(5) The new Order clearly lays down that the seller may not 
add to the price charged by him anything in respect of storage 
and insurance costs, or costs of preparation, grading, sorting and 
packing, incurred by him prior to delivery. 


CONTROL OF ROPE 


The Control of Rope (No. 1) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 
No. 2159, price 1d.) which comes into force on 1 November fixes 
the maximum price of waste rope containing manila or sisal of 
not less than 4 inches in circumference, when sold to a rope- 
maker, at 32s. 6d. per cwt. loaded free on barge or lorry at 
seller’s warehouse or depot. 

Under this Order no person is permitted to sell or offer to sell 
waste rope of this description and specification to a ropemaker 
in excess of the price stated above. Conversely, it is an offence 
for a ropemaker to buy or offer to buy rope of this description 
and specification in excess of that price. 

Shipping Companies and Dock Authorities and other pro- 
ducers of waste rope are asked to keep their accumulations of 
waste rope, of manila or sisal, of not less than 4 inches in cir- 
cumference apart from their other waste rope. By doing so they 
will effect a considerable saving in labour and assist the 
quicker diversion of this material into the right channels. 


LIMITATION OF SUPPLIES 
(MISCELLANEOUS) (No. 16) ORDER 


QUOTA-FREE SUPPLIES TO PRIVILEGED 
CONSUMERS 


The Board of Trade announce that formal authority has now 
been given for quota-free supplies during the present restriction 
period (1 August 1942 to 31 January 1943) of various classes 
of goods subject to the Limitation of Supplies (Miscellaneous) 
(No. 16) Order, 1942 (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 
10 August, 1942, page 365) to those consumers who were similarly 
privileged during the last two restriction periods. This formal 
authority is given by a general Licence (8. R. & O. 1942 No. 
2149, price Id.). The complete list of such privileged con- 
sumers, the goods they are allowed to receive quota free and the 
general Licence or other authority which operated during the 
last two periods are given below. The forms of certificate with 
which orders are to be accompanied, status of the signatories of 
these certificates and other requirements are unchanged. Traders 
will be familiar with the terms of these concessions.

Firms wishing to purchase the Utility cloths which have 
recently been added to the Utility Schedule in the Apparel and 
Textiles (Woven Non-Wool Cloth) Order, 8S. R. & O. 1942 No. 
1661 (see “ Board of Trade Journal” of 24 August 1942, page 
387) for the purpose of making nurses’ button-through overall 
dresses, are asked to order from their converters cloth specification 
3310 and not specification 3113. Specifications and prices for 
garments made from 3310 will shortly be issued. The use of 
cloth of specification 3113 for these garments will not be allowed. 


MAKING OF CIVILIAN CLOTHING 
(RESTRICTIONS) ORDERS 


REPAIRS AND RENOVATION WORK 

There has been some misunderstanding among traders doing 
clothes repairs and renovation work as to the effect on such work 
of the Making of Civilian Clothing (Restrictions) Orders. 

Nothing in these Orders prohibits the renovation or repair of 
a garment made before the coming into force of the Orders, 
provided such a repair or renovation does not constitute the 
making of a new garment. If an entirely new garment is made 
out of an old one the new one must conform to the Orders. 

It should be noted that the restrictions in regard to the supply 
of fur trimmings, contained in the Apparel and Textiles Order, 
1942 (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 30 May 1942, 
page 271) and the Fur Apparel (No. 2) Directions, 1942 (see the 
** Board of Trade Journal” of 10 August 1942, page 367) remain 
in force. 

It is not the wish of the Board to restrict bona fide renovations 
which lengthen the life of an old garment. 


APPOINTMENTS AT THE DIRECTORATE

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DEFINITION OF INDUSTRIAL SAFETY 
BOOTS 


The attention of traders is drawn to a revised definition 
embodied in the Consumer Rationing (No. 14) Order (see the 
“ Board of Trade Journal” of 19 October 1942, page 462) of the 
industrial safety boots which may be supplied on surrender of 
4 coupons and a buying permit. 

The revised definition is as follows :— 

** Industrial safety boots or shoes either (a) incorporating 
Grade A or Grade B toe-caps (as defined in the War Emer- 
gency British Standards Specification BS/953/1941 as 
amended in Amendments 1, 2 and 8) or (6) being moulders’ 
protective boots having outside apron tongue covering the 
whole of the lacing.” 


DISTRIBUTION OF SUPPLIES TO SMALL 
RETAILERS IN THE CLOTHING TRADE: 
COMMITTEE APPOINTED

DOMESTIC POTTERY 
CONDITIONAL SALES 


It has been brought to the notice of the Board of Trade that 
certain traders are imposing conditions of sale on their customers 
by insisting that they must buy a complete set of pottery (some- 
times consisting of pieces which do not match) or by refusing to 
sell, for example, a tea set unless a dinner set is also bought. 
It is contrary to the public interest that in present circumstances 
any trader should insist on the sale of crockery of any kind in 
sets, or attempt to force on a customer goods he does not need. 


Conditional sales of price-controlled goods are moreover an offence * 


under the Goods and Services (Price Control) Act, 1941. The 
only exceptions are where it can be proved :— 

(1) that it has always been the practice of the particular 
trader to sell the particular kind of pottery in question in 
this way. 

or (2) that if he did not it would interfere with his arrangements 
for an orderly disposal of his stocks among his regular 
customers. 

or (3) that if he did not it would involve a breach of some legally 
binding obligation. 

In most of the cases brought to the Board’s attention, these 

conditions do not appear to apply. 


IMPORTATION OF FOOD BY TRAVELLERS 


The concessions previously announced have now been revised 
so that, as from 1 December 1942, foodstuffs the property of 
British (including Empire) seamen wherever domiciled, other 
seamen domiciled in the United Kingdom, passengers and Royal 
Navy personnel, may be imported from Eire without import 
licences, provided that the total quantity of all foodstuffs does not 
exceed 7 lb. and that no one foodstuff (whether rationed or 
unrationed) within that quantity exceeds 2 lb. 

Such seamen, passengers and Royal Navy personnel arriving 
from ports in other countries including persons on vessels which 
may call at a port in Hire as part of a normal voyage, may import 
foodstuffs without import licences, provided the total quantity 
does not exceed 25 Ib. and that no one foodstuff (whether 
rationed or unrationed) within that quantity exceeds 5 lb. 

Any Customs duty chargeable must be paid on goods brought 
in under this concession, if the quantity exceeds #he amount 
ordinarily allowed free of duty. 


HAYTI 
CLOSING OF CONSULATES 


The Board of Trade have received information to the effect 
that the Government of Hayti have closed all their Consulates 





in Europe and that the United States Embassy in London is 
assuming the representation of Haytian interests in the United 
Kingdom. 

Consular invoices are not required for parcels sent by post to 
Hayti.

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BRITISH STANDARDS INSTITUTION 


At the recent Annual General Meeting of the British Standards 
Institution, Sir Percy Ashley, K.B.E., C.B., accepted the invita- 
tion to remain as Chairman of the General Council, while Dr. E. F. 
Armstrong, I.R.S., formerly Chairman of the Chemical Divisional 
Council, was co-opted as a permanent member of the General 
Council. 

The Chairman reported the recognition of H.M. Government 
of the Institution as the body for the issue of national standards 
with the exception of those issued by the Medical Research 
Council in the British Pharmacopoeia and Codex. 

Since the last meeting the Institution has published 160 new 
and revised standards bringing the total issued to 1,300. These 
include war emergency specifications prepared at the request of 
the Ministry of Aircraft Production, Board of Trade, Ministry 
of Home Security and Ministry of Supply. 

British Standard Specifications are the result of the voluntary 
work of some 8,000 representatives of most of the industrial and 
trade organisations in the country.

BRITISH EMPIRE 


BRITISH INDIA 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS: AEROPLANES, 
AEROPLANE PARTS, ETC. 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in the 
‘* Board of Trade Journal ” of 13 June 1942 (page 293) the Board 
of Trade have received a copy of Notification No. 46 I.T.C./42, 
dated 5 September 1942 issued by the Department of Commerce, 
which contains the following new Open General Licence :— 


OpeN GENERAL LiceNcE No. XI 

In pursuance of Commerce Department Notification No. 
22 I.T.C./42, dated 28 March 1942, the Central Government gives 
general permission for the importation from the United States of 
America of any of the goods specified in the Schedule of the said 
Notification which are imported by the Government of India 
under the procedure prescribed for Lease and Lend supplies from 
that country. 


EIRE 
SUSPENSION OF CERTAIN IMPORT DUTIES 


The Senior United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin 
has forwarded a copy of a notice, No. 413, issued by the Eire 
Revenue Commissioners which states that the Government of 
Eire have made an Order further suspending until 30 April 1943 
the import duties on thread and ply yarn of cotton, flax, hemp, 
etc. (tariff ref. No. 249/2) and on single yarn of cotton, flax or 
hemp (tariff ref. No. 274/1). 


TRINIDAD 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


Information has been received from the Trinidad authorities 
that in several instances recently goods of United Kingdom 
origin have arrived in the Colony for which no import licences 
have been issued. 

In order to avoid undue hardship to United Kingdom ex- 
porters the authorities have issued import licences after arrival 
of the goods, so long as they were not prohibited goods, but it is 
not felt that this leniency can be maintained. 

The attention of United Kingdom exporters is therefore 
drawn to the necessity of ensuring that Trinidad importers are 
in possession of import licences from the Control Board before 
despatching goods. It should be noted in this connection that 
the importation of certain goods is prohibited (see “ Board of 
Trade Journal ”’ of 1 September 1942 (page 425) and 11 October 
1941 (pages 227-229) ) and that licences are required for all other 
goods including commercial goods despatched by parcel post. 





FOREIGN 
BRAZIL 
TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


The Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at Rio de 
Janeiro has forwarded a translation of Decree No. 4512 of 23 
July 1942, published in the ‘ Diario Oficial” of 25 July, and 
effective 30 days after that date, which increases the import 
duties on electric motors (Tariff No. 1831c) to double the former 
rates on small sized mctors and to treble the rates on medium 
sized types. 


PANAMA 
IMPORT AND CONSULAR DUES 


H.M. Representative at Panama has forwarded a translation 
of Decree No. 246 of 12 August 1942, published in the “ Gaceta 
Oficial’ of 31 August, and effective as from that date, which 
provides that for the duration of the present state of war, import 
and Consular dues will be assessed and levied on the quantities 
of goods imported into Panama, even though the relative shipping 
documents show larger quantities. 

The fees to be allowed to Consular officers for the visaing of 
the documents relating to goods thus imported, will be cal- 
culated on the tax assessment made in accordance with these 
provisions, 


TURKEY 
PAYMENT FOR UNITED KINGDOM GOODS 


Under the Turkish Regulations it is necessary to prove that 
the goods have arrived in Turkey before permission is given to 
acquire the sterling for their payment. Hitherto the proof 
required by the Central Bank has been a document attesting that 
the goods have been cleared through the Customs. It has now 
been decided that the Central Bank will grant permits to buy 
sterling on presentation by the holders of the Bills of Lading 
and a Customs certificate attesting that the goods have been 
discharged into a Customs depot or into a port area under 
Customs control. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


CUSTOMS INVOICES OF FISH AND FISH LIVERS 
IMPORTED IN AIRTIGHT CONTAINERS 

A United States Treasury Decision (T.D. 50724) published on 
24 September, contains a copy of a notice, effective as to in- 
voices certified after 30 days after publication of the notice 
in the weekly Treasury Decisions, which states that there shall 
be included on all customs invoices covering fish and fish livers 
imported in airtight containers a statement whether the articles 
contain an oil, fat, or grease which has had a separate existence 
as an oil, fat, or grease. The name and quantity of any oil, fat, 
or grease which has been added shall be stated. 

The requirements set out in T.D. 49640 * shall be complied 
with in respect of any added oil, fat, or grease which is subject to 
an import tax under section 2491 (c) of the Internal Revenue 
Code.

ARGENTINA 
FINE GRAIN AND LINSEED CROPS, 1942—1943 


The second official estimate of the area sown with fine cereals 
and linseed for the 1942-1943 crop-year was recently issued by the 
Ministry of Agriculture and gave a total for the whole of Argentina 
of 12,096,000 hectares, which compares with the final estimate 
last season of 13,383,000 hectares. The detailed estimates for 
the various products are as follows: wheat, 6,500,000 hectares 
as compared with 7,300,000 hectares in 1941-1942 ; linseed, 
2,470,000 (2,730,000); oats, 1,348,000 (1,424,000); barley, 
750,000 (798,000); rye, 977,000 (1,077,000) and birdseed, 
51,000 hectares (54,000 hectares). 
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BRITISH INDIA 
WHOLESALE PRICE INDEX 


The wholesale price index for September issued by the Depart- 
ment of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, Calcutta, is 
198 compared with 192 for August.—T'rade Commissioner for 
India in London. 


NYASALAND 
IMPORTS AND EXPORTS, JANUARY—JUNE 


According to the ‘‘ Nyasaland Government Gazette ’’ imports 
into and exports from Nyasaland (not including goods in transit) 
during the first half of the current year were valued at £386,083 
and £768,844 as compared with £502,196 and £693,316 respec- 
tively in the six months ended 30 June 1941. The chief imports 
were cotton manufactures, £147,458 as compared with £192,858 
a year earlier; vehicles and parts thereof, £30,266 (£55,548) ; 
petrol, £18,848 (£19,237); machinery, £14,290 (£15,472) ; 
wood and timber and manufactures thereof, £13,448 (£23,190) ; 
oil and grease (non-edible) £13,180 (£11,312); agricultural 
machinery and implements, £10,699 (£12,049); and sugar, 
£10,620 (£7,616). 

As regards exports, the principal items were: tea, £466,735 
(£431,230) ; tobacco leaf, dark fired, £129,108 (£78,811); to- 
bacco strips, dark fired, £60,095 (£55,239); tobacco leaf, air 
cured, £26,347 (£4,273); tobacco leaf, flue cured, £22,230 
(£82,379) ; tobacco strips, flue cured, £20,208 (£4,834) ; tobacco 
strips, air cured, £12,904 (£13,583) and cotton, £11,770 (£3,756).

BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 


CODE OF PRACTICE FOR PROVISION OF ENGINEER- 
ING AND UTILITY SERVICES IN BUILDINGS 
In view of the need, in modern buildings, for frequent expan- 

sion of the various engineering and utility services, careful 

forethought in planning for such development during erection 
has become essential. 

Owners of buildings, tenants, architects and decorators have 
had ample evidence of the lack of advance planning for services 
in buildings, where, in order to remedy this deficiency, it has been 
found necessary to adopt methods that are expensive, incon- 
venient and architecturally undesirable. Damage has resulted 
to walls and floors, finishes and decorations, etc., disfigured, and 
occupiers put to inconvenience. 

The extent to which such disadvantages can be avoided de- 
pends on the adequacy of the systems incorporated in buildings 
during construction. 

Several years ago, at the request of the R.I.B.A., a Committee 
of the British Standards Institution was set up to investigate the 
possibilities of preparing some standard guiding principles for 
the use of those concerned in the advance planning of services in 
buildings. Much scepticism was expressed, in the early stages 
of the work, as to the final outcome of the investigations, but the 
Committee has expended a great deal of time and patient effort 
on the problem, and the results of their deliberations are now 
embodied in B.S. 1043, just published by the British Standards 
Institution and obtainable from the Publications Department 
of that Institution, 28 Victoria Street, London, 8.W.1, price 2s. 
(2s. 3d. post free). 

The Code has been submitted to the recently established 
Code of Practices Committee of the Ministry of Works and 
Planning, and will in due course probably form one of a series of 
Codes, or part of a comprehensive Code of building practice 
likely to be produced as a result of that Committee’s activities. 

The present Code covers such matters as the advance planning 
of the services, including a schedule of precedence of services, 
designs and methods of distribution of the services ; proximity 
of services ; fire risk ; transmission of sound from services, and 
quotes some of the principal building by-laws controlling building 
construction which might have to be considered in relation to the 
installation of services. 

Architects, builders, surveyors, engineers and others concerned 
with building should certainly possess a copy of this publication,
